tested chain store tax law. Five 
cases were decided. 
Comptroller teat—Tee, who is 
attempting to collect past due 
taxes amounting to $3,000,000, 
said an allocation of ‘$1,166,000 
due the public school teachers this 
month from, the state is doubtful 
unless collections from the store 
taxes are sufficient to make it. 

Five justices of the Supreme 
court agreed that: 

1. e gross receipts tax also 
applies to sales of food, lquor, to- 
baccos, soft’ drinks and other pro- 
ducts, and also to sales’ of bakery 
Products, dairy.products, ice, in- 
wecticides, fungicides, fertilizers 
and agricultural of horticultural 
Products except when they are 
sold directly by. “the producer or 
manufacturer thereo! 

2. Tire companies operating re- 
tail stores must pay the taxes, 
because their products have reath- 
ed the processed stage and are not 
in the raw state that would allow 
exemption under the law. 

3. Bulk sales by lumber com- 
panies to contractors are exempt, 
but sales directly to the consum- 
ing purchaser are not exempt. 
4. „Processed agricultural and 
dairy products, such as mixed feeds 
and ganned or drièd milks, are not 
exempt. 

5. The 1935 law supersedes 
another law enacted in 1933, and 
Occupational licenses cannot be 
issued under the earlier law. - 
Justice W. H. Ellis didnot par- 
ticipate. -

In making the safety commit- 
tee report, Walter L. Hays of Or- 
lando called attention to the fact 
that livestock on highways cost 27 
lives last year in traffic accidents; 
what Florida is one of only 11 
states without a license law; that, 
15 per cent of motorists cause 90 
per’ cent of the accidents; that 
many older persons unable to 
drive in the north, drive here.

— Announced By 
i ~ Comptroller Lee 


TALLAHASSEE, Dec. 2—Comp- 
troller J. M. Lee published in book 
form today a list of persons on the 
state pay roll last March, anà 
showed their monthly compensa- 
tion. t 

The booklet, containing 137 
pages of printed names and de- 
{partmental designations, showed 
46,696 names, according to an un- 
official tabulation. This figure in- 
cluded some duplication, because 
some employes receive compensa- 
tion from more than one source. 
| The comptroller’s office said the 
March pay roll totaled “about $1,- 
090,000." Salaries of some em- 

ployes, particularly in extension 
work at the Universiay of Florida, 
and in some state work, are sup- 
“plemented by funds from the fed- 
{eral government. 

Comptroller Lee started compil- 
ing the salary list about four 
months ago. It was requested, he 
said, by members of the legisla- 
ture and state officials. March 
was selected, he explained, so that 
employes of the colleges would be] 
listed. 

One thousand copies ‘of ‘the lst 
were printed for distribution. 

Salaries paid tange\all_ the way 
from a few dollars to student as- 
sistants at the colleges up to $625 
|a month paid to Governor Sholtz, 
and a month listed for J. H. 
|Genung, director of state farmers 
‘markets. -
